Australia was ninety-seven per 
cent British and Canadian manu¬ 
facturer* could always rely upon 
getting sympathetic consideration 
from the Auetrhan buyer. One feat¬ 
ure which helped Canadian manufac¬ 
turers was that the pound starling 
was usually a Uttls higher in Canada 
than It was In the United Btaiea. 
WOOL INDUSTRY 

Touching on th* wool Industry of 
Australia the speaker expresses xur* 
prise at the email prices on wool In 
Canada. He compared the prices of 
two or three cents a pound in Can ad* 
with the.price of forty cents for Aus¬ 
tralian wool and although he stated 
the Canadian wool did not equal the 
high class product of Australia hs 
saw no reason for ths wht# margin 
except that th# marketing scheme in 
Canada was at fault. 

He also told how the Argentine had 
rut Into the Australian cattle busi¬ 
ness to such an extant that cattle 
which al one time were selling at 
fourteen or fifteen on the hoof now 
only brought thirty or forty shillings.

Instead of 
allowing It to join the Lshrudor cur¬ 
rent at the mouth of ths Hudson 
Channel, thereby increasing ths Arc- 
tlo resistance to ths warm waters of 
ths Gulf fttream. 

GULF STREAM 

The Gulf Stream at present pene- 
tratee slightly beyond Gape Farewell, 
at the southern end of Greenland.

With 1* bra dor cur¬ 
rents resistance cut down hy the 
pruning away of the Arctic current, 
the warm waters would be able to 
rtwch well toward the mid-section of 
Gte#nland. h* believes, and thus mt It 
sway eaiese Icc snd prsssrvc thv 
earth's tmtaiH*.

It was doing good and 
Itidlepenaable work and the present 
vote wa* not too high. 

Sir it. nrv Drayton asked n n-un- 
ber of questions concerning the exact 
number of lota sold in Jasper. Al¬ 
berta and other government owned 
townsites and hoped* the Govern¬ 
ment was not spending money to 
, survey townsites for real estate spe¬ 
culation. 

PRICES ARE SET 

Mr. Htewart aald there could l>a 
no private gain involved in the open¬ 
ing up of townsites In national park* 
where the Government fixed "the price 
of the lots.

The Government naturally wants an 
assurance that a service would be maintained 
after it had built the wharves, but considering 
the possibilities of such a connection we do not 
think it need Have any apprehension on that 
account. The improvement would soon justify 
itself under every head. 

WHERE FARMING OUTLOOK IS 
BRIGHTEST 

W HEAT farmers in Canada and United 
States complain that farming does not 
pay In the DnkoUs. Minnesota and Mon- 
tana 180.000 fanheri have left the land withm 
a year and in these states 500 small banks 
have closed their doors because the farmers 
were up against it. Even Manitoba's wheat 
gcreafts according to loan company reports, 
is being cut by twenty per cent, under lair 
year's acreage. 

In an effort to find out what is wrong a 
survey has been made of fanners suffering from 
financial difficulties. Forty-two per cent, of 
the farmers covered feel their difficulties are 
due to low prices of farm products, seventeen 
per cent, attribute their condition to high taxes, 
eleven per cent, to high cost of farm labor, 
tern per cent, to high freight rates, ten per cent, 
to high interest rates, six per cent, to reckless 
expenditures during the boom period, and four 
per cent, to too much credit. 

The brightest spot in the agricultural areas 
of this continent is the most westerly part of 
the Canadian proiries. The reason is that with 
much virgin land, land prices are low there 
compared with the high prices in the older agri¬ 
cultural districts, where it is a painful process 
to get down to bed-rock after the inflated 
values end easy credits of war times. 

Higher grain prices, of course, would wipe 
out most of the other difficulties. But even fail¬ 
ing tljat. the new parts of Alberta and Sas¬ 
katchewan will have the advantage from now 
on because of the cheap land and accessibility 
whxh reduce the tribute the grower otherwise 
would have to pay it) high taxes, interest and 
general overhead.

CORN BELT MOVES INTO CANADA 5^ J>, C M Winnipeg 


T HE corn belt is moving up into Canada. 

That, next to the tremendous increase 
in the wheat crop of Canada during the 
Inst five years, is the important feature in the 
development of Canadian agriculture. 

Corn is the big crop of the United States. 

Last year there were produced 3,054.395.000 
bushels of com in United States, against a 
wheat crop of 785,741.000 bushels. The 
market price of com it only twenty-five cents 
a bushel less than that of wheat. Its use in 
industry for various forms of corn products is 
extending. But the important feature of its 
production is that it is the basis of mixed 
farming in the corn states where a large part 
of the crop is shipped to the packers in the 
form of fattened stock. Until the American 
tariff was put on cattle imports, animals in 
thousand lots were shipped from Western 
Canada into the American corn states for fat¬ 
tening and finishing ofi before being marketed. 

In the United States the com belt has been 
yearly moving northward. A few years ago 
the very idea of trying to grow corn in Mon¬ 
tana was considered a joke. But last year 
Montana, which adjoins Saskatchewan, pro¬ 
duced 9.000,000 bushels of corn. The breed¬ 
ing of improved varieties of com which ripen 
earlier has made this possible, just as the wheat 
belt in Canada is moving fnrther and farther 
north with the advent of hardier varieties of 
wheat. 

Now the com belt is crossing the inter¬ 
national boundary line. It is into Southern 
Manitoba and Alberta, but has' tnade most 
headway in Saskatchewan, where within five 
years the com crop ares has increased from 
6.000 to 61.000 acres. Saskatchewan is even 
growing seed com for the other two provinces. 
Recently Maple Creek. Saak., was the scene 
I of the first Provincial com show held in any 
Canadian Province. There were more than 
500 entries and Professor Champlin declared 1 
that the whole exhibit was far superior to the 
North Dakota com exhibit which he bed pre¬ 
pared four years ago for the Chicago Inter¬ 
national Hay and Grain Show. 

Development of com growing in Canaan 
will make possible the mixed farming which I 
non-farmers, especially, have been so eloquent 
in urging the Prairie farmer to adapt in place 
of straight wheat mining. This will mean more 
permanent settlement end an increase in the 
value of the production of that part of the 
country through much of the grain being 
shipped out in the form of meats and dairy 
produce. It will go a long way towards re¬ 
making that part of Manitoba, the ills of which 
are attributed to the fact thM it is cropped 
otil. It will stabilize Canada's prairie agri¬ 
culture. _ 

Now that Lord Rodney's pension has been 
commuted, the only other perpetual pension in 
England is that enjoyed by the heirs of Lord 
Nelson.
